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BC office is nuclear emergency center 


.BOYNE CITY - If there is ever a 
major emergency at the Big Rock Point 
Nuclear Plant, the emergency opera- 
tions will be coordinated from Boyne 
City. 

Consumers Power Company, owners 
of the nuclear plant 12 miles away in 
Charlevoix, have established an emer- 
gency operations facility in an office 
building it was only partially using at 
100 N. East St. 

While the building continues to 
service line crews and so on for the 
power company, it now contains, in 
addition, headquarters for meeting 
emergencies—-‘‘to be the utility contact 
for state and local governments,’’ 
according to Milton Jury, Nuclear 
Emergency Planner for Consumers. 

Jury, whose office is in Jackson, said 
the requirement for an emergency 
operations facility came from the fed- 
eral government. There is one off-site 
facility for each nuclear power plant, he 
explained. 


At the center of the web of com- 
muncation is the General Office Emer- 
gency Control Center in Jackson—a 
fantasia, Jury said, of computers, 
buttons, and flashing lights. 

The center, in turn, is connected to a 
federal grid of i at commun- 
ication. i : 


The Boyne City facility contains hot 
line telephones, radio, emergency gen- 
erators, maps, and sufficient equipment 
to permit it to be ‘‘a good staging area 
for nuclear contractors, vendors, and 
government representatives,” Jury 
said, all kept in a state of readiness.”’ 

Jury. went on to say there are four 
classes of emergency situations: first, 
an unusual event, which would be some 
sort of plant accident that would have 
nothing to do with the release of any 
radioactive substance; second, an alert, 
also not ‘‘radiological’’; third, a site 
area emergency which would have 
potential for problems of radioactivity; 
and lastly, a general emergency in 
which the public might be affected. 

The Jackson office has a staff of 
specialists on call which would be flown 
to Boyne City to operate the facility 
whenever there might be a potential for 
the class four emergency. Up to 25 
people at a time would be working on 
12-hour shifts, he said. 

The arrangements were made by Jury 
in coordination with Big Rock Plant 
Health Physicist, Charles Axtell. 

Contact with the public comes not 
from the facility, Jury said, but through 
the joint information center set up at 
Holiday Inn in Petoskey. That center, he 
said, makes the immediate contact with 


. all media.

EJ Indians say input is ignored

EAST JORDAN - The local Indian 
Education Parents Committee is 
upset with the school district, 
claiming that their input is being 
ignored in determining how more tha: 
$12,000 in federal grant money is 
being spent. 

Jean Dougherty, vice-chairperson of 
the parents committee, said the group 
had about 10 meetings to restructure 
the Indian grant which the school 
submitted last year. The original 
grant had been submitted hurriedly 
with a minimum of Indian input, she 
said. 

The committee filled out dozens of 
grant forms, she said, calling for more 
of an emphasis on Indian cultural 
classes than for student tutoring, as 
the program is now structured. 

But the Indians became angry when 


G&W Plant future is ‘uncertain’ 


EAST JORDAN - The future of Gulf & 
Western Stamping’s operations in Man- 
celona and East Jordan is, at best, 
uncertain, according to Larry. Webb, 
general manager. 

‘*We are losing business we now have 
and the prospect for new business is 
bleak as the result of our higher 
production costs as vompared to our 
competitors,’’ Webb said. 

“We have lost more than 52.3 million 
in automotive contracts in the past three 
months alone, as our automotive cus- 
tomers switch to lower cost producers,”” 
he said.

Shields, who was only appointed to 
be the Indian education advisor a 
month ago, said he was not aware he 
had total veto: power over the use of 
grant funds.

The first is the distress many feel 
over the so-called sexual revolution, 
which really rolled out of the hippie 
movement.

They tend to view part-timers as 
though they: were lacking in the full- 
time ‘workers’ dedication and team 
spirit. They punish part-timers by 
‘paying them less per hour than if they 
‘were. working full time. For the most 


. part, they deny them fringe benefits.

Who does she still know? What has 
happened in her field while she was up 
to her ears in children? (The average 
father interacts about 20 minutes a day 
with his offspring.)

Not necessarily in the same 
job, but wherever. If a single or married 
person wants to doa 10-hour day four or 
five times a week, that’s up to them. 


Fathers could undergo some of the 
experiences of child-rearing. It might 
make for a more compassionate world, 
and, who knows, for more SORES:

We all sat around the stove and they 
would start off with, ‘After the Ball, On 
the Banks of the Wabash, Beautiful 
Ohio. Some of Papa’s favorites were

more they sang the sad songs like, Tie 
The Leaves So They Won’t Come Down 
or the Baggage Coach Ahead. 

When we could put off going to bed 
no longer we brought out our flannel 
nightgowns to warm them by the stove 
and we modestly took off our long 
winter underwear and slipped the warm 
nightgowns on and ran upstairs and 
jumped into bed fast because it was cold 
upstairs.

One Thanksgiving morning she 
bought a hen turkey from some people 
near the town of Clifford. She paid $5 
for it and was going to buy a tom from 


. Uncle Garfield who ‘lived near us. She 


earned this money picking up potatoes. 

That turkey was so nervous after a 
five mile ride in the back seat of our 
Model T Ford that she flew to the roof of 
the barn and sat there all day, Papa 
threatened to shoot her and have a real 
Thanksgiving dinner, but of course he 
did not. 

Mother’s Thanksgiving menu usually 
included baked spare ribs, dressing, 
cranberries, squash, jellies, pickles and 
pies. We butchered in November and 
had lots of good meat which tasted 
better to us at that time of the year than 
chicken did. 

Mother’s pies were very special. 
Sometimes she made this pie, I believe 
it might have been original with her as I 
have never known anyone to make it. 


MOTHER’S RAISIN 
MERINGUE PIE 
1 cup raisins , 
1% cups water 
1 cup sugar 
‘1 teaspoon salt 
3 medium sized eggs or 2 extra large, 
separated 
1 tablespoon lemon juice 
1 tablespoon cornstarch 

Grind the raisins, add the water and 
sugar and salt, bring to a boil, add the 
three egg yolks-beaten to a lemon color 
and cook until thick. Mix the 1 
tablespoon lemon juice with the corn- 
starch, add to the raisin mixture and 
cook until thick and clear. : 

Pour into a baked pie shell and top 
with meringue made with the 3 stiffly 
beaten egg whites and ‘4 cup sugar. 
This is a very rich pie so you will want to 
serve it in small pieces or you could 
pour the filling into those small tart 
shells instead of the pie shell. Bake in 
the oven at about 375 degrees until 
golden brown, About 10 minutes.
